The count 
at City Hall was completed at 6:30 o’clock Wednesday 
morning. 

Rep. Hiestand polled 3,460 votes against 1,447 for his 
Democratic opponent, Mrs. Rudd Brown of La Canada. In 
addition to this decisive vote in Sierra Madre, he main¬ 
tained a clear advantage throughout the district. Rep. Hie¬ 
stand won a narrow victory two years ago over the grand¬ 
daughter of William Jennings Bryan.
